AN  the  year  1805,  the  Law  Causes  of 
the  Spring  and  Autumn  Assizes  in  Kent, 
were  published  in  an  octavo  size,  price  is.; 
at  the  same  time  the  Trials  of  the  Prisoners 
were  issued  forth  at  the  price  of  6d. ;  the 
latter  met  with  a  tolerable  sale,  whilst  the 
former  was  not  called  for  with  such  avidity 
as  to  induce  the  publisher  to  venture  an¬ 
other  edition  ;  it  is  therefore  with  some 
concern  he  is  obliged  to  relinquish  its  con¬ 
tinuance  in  the  original  form,  but  that  the 
public  may  not  totally  lose  the  principal 
intelligence  of  its  contents,  it  is  now  in¬ 
corporated,  and  in  future  will  be  conveyed 


JOHN  LEONARD  WHITE. 

It  will  not  be  irrevalent  to  introduce  into  this  pam¬ 
phlet  the  name  of  the  above  notorious  offender,  becaqfe 
he  was  tried  at  the  Summer  Affizes,  at  Maidftone,  in 
1 805,  as  being  an  accomplice  in  that  fet  of  Burglarers 
who  long  in  felled  the  neighbourhood  of  JBJackheath,  ot 
which  gang  belonged  Webb  and  Russell ,  and  who  were 
executed  on  Shooter’s-Hill,  in  Auguft,  1805*,  leaving 
their  companion,  Leonard  White ,  to  reign  but  a  lliort 
time  after  them  ;  for  although  he  was  acquitted  at 
Maidftone,  and  there  publicly  boafted  that  the  Police- 
Officers  (whom  he  well  knew)  fliould  never  capitally 

*  ~onvi£f  him,  as  he  would  have  no  inftrument  of  houfe 
reaking  or  fire  arms  found  upon  him,  yet  on  his  re¬ 
am  to  London  he  once  more  purfued  his  former 
L  eving  habits,  (which  he  had  followed  for  many 

y&tars, )  and  upon  one  of  thofe  occafions,  in  endeavour- 
iijjf  to  re^ift  and  efcape,  cut  and  maimed  a  cotiftable 
who  was  about  apprehending  him,  for  which  he  was 
tried,  condemned,  and  executed  at  Newgate. 

White  has  been  heard, to  fay  his  father  was  a  map  of 
property,  having  left  him  5000/  however  property  is 
not  alvipys  found  to  produce  virtue. 

-  Thelfollowing  anecdote  has  been  repprted  of  him—

WILLIAM  HONEYMAN,  alias 
ALEXANDER  INNES , 

THIS  young  man  commenced  a  career  of  dis¬ 
sipated  life  at  an  earlier  period  than  usual, 
which  is  found  to  bring  men  to  a  fatal  end.  He 
had  neglected  that  divine  precept,  the  5th  cpm-. 
mandment,  which  says,  “  Honour  thy  foygffe: 
«  and  mother,  that  thy  days  may  Tie  longmt«ra? 
«  land,”  and  by  so  doing  he  brought^^rf- 
grey  hairs  of  his  father  to  his  grave, 
could  not  have  been  more  than  sixteeii^^ 
age  when  we  find  he  was  at  Sheerness,  andtaef , 
not  acting  uprightly  he  withdrew  to  Ro€&^fer, 
where  he  staid  some  short  time  at  ■  the  Silver  Oar  $ 
there  he  was  seen  one  day  and  invited 
gentlemen  to  partake  of  their  dinner,  alia  \yhicli 
no  sooner  was  over  than  they  perceived  he  had 
no  money,  and  appeared  dejected,  ^hereupon  it 

A  3  .  was 


was  suggested  by  the  company  all  was  not  right, 
and  upon  inter  rogation*  he  confessed  the  same, 
his  name,  and  needy  circumstances ;  the  com¬ 
pany,  much  to  their  credit,  agreed  to  supply 
him  with  money,  and  he  was  kept  there  till  his 
friends  were  made  acquainted,  who  returned  their 
■acknowledgments,  and  he  was,  according  to  their 
desire,  forwarded  to  London.  He  returned  some 
time  after  to  the  Silver  Oar,  saying  he  had  been 
to  sea,  ordered  a  dinner,  arid  treated  his  former 
friends.  Afterwards  he  took  a  route  to  the  west 
of  England,  following  his  nefarious  practices  j 
however  on  the  1 8th  of  November,  1 805,  under 
the  name  of  Alex^QjdfcLJnnes ,  captain  in  the 
navy,  we  find  him  at  London,  brought  to  Marl¬ 
borough -street  Police-office^  in  custody  of  an 
officer  belonging  to  Surry,  to  answer  a  charge 
preferred  against  him  by  Mr.  Jeff,  a  liveryman, 
in  Silver- street,  Golden-square.  .  ,  .  ... 

Mr.  Jeff  stated,  that  the  prisoner  called  at  his 
stables  on  the  £)th  of  November,  representing 
himself  as  the  person  above  described,  and  re¬ 
siding  at  No.  49,  Howl  and -street,  arid  hired  a 
•ehesnui  mare  to  go  to  Richmond,  the  mare 
was  never  returned  to  her  owner,  arid  after  a 
week  had  elapsed,  Mr.  Jeff  suspected  he  had 
been  swindled.  He  consequently  went  to  the 
given  address,  and  he  had  there  further  call  of 
suspicion,  for  the  house  was  a  brothel,  and 
he  was  only  known,  as  having  slept  there  one 
night. — In  consequence  of  some  information 
Mr.  Jeff  had  received,  he  went  to  the  horise  of 
an  eminent  tradesman  in  the  Borough,  where,  it 
was  said,  the  prisoner  was  knowri,  havirig  drawn 
aipney  by  bills,  &c,  Mr.  Jeff  was  there  iiifoTin-- 
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^>3  of  the  circumstances  alluded  to,  and  that 
Capt.  Innes  had  sent  thither  a  niare  from  the 
country,  which  had  been  attended  with  unplea¬ 
sant  circumstances.  The  parties,  however,  said 
they  knew  but  little  of  the  prisoner.  He  was 
detected  by  calling  at  the  Gloucester  coffee-house, 
Piccadilly,  which  house  he  had  frequented  with 
a  person  of  the  name  of  Kennersley ,  who  left  it 
without  dischaging  bis  bill.  The  prisoner  called 
to  enquire  after  his  friend,  and,  on  leaving  the 
house,  two  of  the  waiters  followed  him,  suspect¬ 
ing  him  to  be  the  person  who  had  been  advertised 
for  by  Mr.  Jeff.  At  a  convenient  spot,  near 
V  auxhall,  the  waiters  gave  him  in  charge  of  an 
officer.  It  was  stated  to  the  magistrates,  that 
the  prisoner  had  been  at  the  Castle,  at  Rich¬ 
mond,  where  the  waiter  was  refused  his  bill,  but 
by  assistance  the  visitors  were  detained,  and  a 
watch  was  left  as  security  for  the  bill.  Mr.  Jeff 
had  never  heard  of  his  niare,  but  it  was  reported 
she  was  at  Andover,  Hants.  When  at  Rich¬ 
mond  on  Sunday,  at  the  Castle  Inn,  he  was  in¬ 
formed  that  a  mare,  answering  the  description  of 
the  one  hired,  was  sold  bn  Wednesday  last  at 
Croydon,  to  a  butcher  at  Richmond;  but  he 
had  not  an  opportunity  of  seeifagher,  the  butcher 
being  from  home.  On  the  prisoner  being  ques¬ 
tioned  respecting  what  he  had  done  with  "the 
m&re,  he  merely  answered,  he  had  spofcep'fo 
Mr.  Jeff  oh  that  subject.  He  was  dfessed  hr  the 
first  style  of  fashion,  and  his  person  was  fall 
known  in  the  lobby  at  the  Theatres. 

The  next  day  the  concourse  of' people  that  ‘as¬ 
sembled  at '  Mariborough-street  Office  was  im¬ 
mense.  'Se  veral  Naval  Officers' attended;'  forxhe 
**v*  purpose 
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purpose  of  proving  that  there  are  only  two  cap? 
tains  in  the  navy  of  the  name  of  Innes ;  they  are 
brothers,  and  gentlemen  of  the  highest  respect¬ 
ability,  the  one,  Alexander,  is  now  captain  on 
board  the  Kurus  frigate,  in  the  Cove  of  Cork  j 
and  the  other,  John,  is  a  prisoner  in  France, 
having  been  taken  in  the  Ranger.  Several  per¬ 
sons  intimated  their  intentions  of  exhibiting 
charges  against  the  prisoner  on  the  next  exami- 
tion,  which  took  place  Nov.  21.  The  fresh 
charges  adduced  against  him  are  too  numerous 
to  detail.  It  appeared  by  the  evidence,  that  an 
insinuating,  confident  address,  with  a  command¬ 
ing  person,  had  enabled  him  to  enter  the  circles 
of  gentlemen,  whom  he  is  said  to  have  defrauded, 
as  well  as  trades-people,  inn-keepers,  &c.  ua 
town  and  country.  The  horse  he  hired  of  Mr. 
Jeff,  had  been  traced  to  George-yard,  Drury- 
iane. 

John  Rich,  ostler  to  Mr.  Cartwright,  Cani- 
den-place,  Piccadilly,  stated,  that  the  prisoner 
hired  a  brown  gelding  six  weeks  since,  in  the 
absence  of  his  master.  He  said  he  resided  in 
St.  James’s-street;  he  merely  wanted  to  ride  out 
for  two  or  three  hours,  and  on  his  return  he 
would  send  the  horse  home  by  his  servant.  He, 
however,  never  returned,  nor  had  the  horse  ever 
been  heard  of.  A  person  in  the  office  (Mr.  Nuns) 
informed  Mr.  Cartwright,  that  a  horse,  answer¬ 
ing  the  description  he  had  given,  was  left  at  his 
Livery-stables,  Vauxhall,  on  the  14th  of  Octo¬ 
ber,  and  he  believed  by  the  prisoner.  He  hired 
-a  horse  and  chaise  of  Mr.  N.  and  left  the  horse 
in  his  care  until  he  should  return,  which  event 
neyer  took  place.  The  prisoner  said  his  nam$ 

svaa 


was  Socket,  and  that  he  redded  at  Gravefend* 
Mr.  N.  finding  the  prifoner  did  not  return,  went 
to  Gravefend,  and  Mr*  Beckett  proved  to  be  a 
banker,  who  informed  him,  that  a  perfbn  anfwer- 
ipg  the  defcription  of  the  prifoner  had  forged  on 
his  Bank.  Mr.  N.  had  travelled  3  or  400  miles 
after  his  horfe  and  chaife ;  and  at  length,  by  an 
advertifement,  he  received  a  letter,  {fating  that 
the  horfe  was  a.t  Alton,  Hants,  and  the  chaife 
Was  af  Honiton,  Devon,  the  prifoner  having  left 
the  horfe  as  he  had  done  at  other  places,  and, 
hired  a  fre(h  one.  It  was  proved  by  another 
witnefs,  that  the  prifoner  had  committed  depre¬ 
dations  in  the  Weft  of  England,  by  representing 
himfelf  Mr.  Pigeon,  fon  of  Mr.  Pigeon,  belong¬ 
ing  to  a  diftillery  firm  in  the  Borough.  By  this 
ijnpofition,  affedfing  to  bp  gravelling  on  account 
of  thp  firm,  he  was  very  fucpefsful  in  obtaining 
money,  by  fwindling  bills,  £ie.  In  this  part  of 
t'hp  country  fie  drove  about  ip  a  fteft-chaife  and 
{pur,  affociated  with  the  beft  company,  joined 
tfieir  hunting  parses,  spid  became  fhe  eempleM 
man  of  fafhion.  At  Exeter'he  drove  through  the 
town  a  week  before  the  news  of  the  vi£lory  over 
the  combined  Beets,  as  a  naval  officer,  with  dif- 
patches  from  the  fleet.  The  gentlemen  belong¬ 
ing  to  a  fubfcription-houfe,  and  the  leading  men 
of  the  town,  defirous  of  hearing  good  news,  po¬ 
litely  requefted  to  be  informed  if  the  news  was 
good.  The  prifoner,  who  reprefented  himfelf  as 
the  fon  of  Lord  Mulgrave,  allured  them  it  was 
good  news,  and  that  it  was  from  the  hero,  Nelfon. 
The  gentlemen  were  defirous  of*  further  inform* 
ation,  but  fearing  to  put  the  queftion  top  point¬ 
edly,

«<fly,  they  afked,  if  it  equalled  this  bulinefs  of  the 
Nile  ?  The  prifoner  replied,  4‘  The  Nile  is  a 
fool  to  it,”  and  he  immediately  drove  off,  having 
<liffufed  joy  throughout  the  town.— A  number  of 
other  charges  were  preferred. — A  gentleman  po¬ 
sitively  proved  the  prifoner  to  be  an  impoftor,  in 
reprefenting  himfelf  as  Captain  Innes.  The  pri¬ 
foner  faid  his  name  was  Innes,  and  he  was  ad- 
d refled  as  a  captain  by  naval  chara&ers.  On 
being  queftioned  by  the  magiftrates,  if  he  was 
ever  in  the  navy,  and  what  rank  he  held  ?  the 
prifoner  replied,  4t  He  was  a  midfhipman  in  the 
Magnanime,  of  64  guns,  but  he  had  not  been  in 
the  fervice  fince  the  laft  war.  He  was  before 


that  in  the  A&ive,  of  32  guns.”  He  was  re¬ 
manded  again  to  give  country  people  an  opportu¬ 
nity  to  attend ;  and  on  the  day  appointed,  the 
office  was  crowded  fo  exceffively,  that  many 
who  repaired  thither  to  take  a  view  of  the  pri¬ 
foner  were  difappointed.  Among  other  circum- 
ftances,  Hamilton,  the  officer,  ftated,  that  he  was 
authorifed  by  the  gentlemen  of  the  Gravefend 
Bank,  to  ftate  a  circumftance  that  recently  oc¬ 
curred  there,  the  complainants  being  unable  to 
attend  this  examination :  the  prifoner,  in  the 
name  of  Charles  Young,  prefented  to  them  a  bill 
of  exchange  for  80/.  purporting  to  have  been 
drawn  upon  Simmons  and  Co.  at  the  Canterbury 
Bank,  for  which  he  received  cafh  and  notes,  and 
it  was  foon  afterwards  difcovered  to  be  a  forgery. 
There  was  alfo  another  ferious  charge  against 
the  prifoner,  for  a  tranfa&ion  during  his  tour  in 
the  Weft  of  England.  It  has  been  ftated  that 
the  prifoner  diffufed  joy  throughout  the  town  of 

Exeter, 


oerore  tnat  of  I  rafalgar.  He  al  fo,  it  appeared, 
represented  himfelf  as  the  bearer  of  the  joyful 
tidings  when  the  glorious  victory  was  obtained. 
Being  on  the  Portfmouth  road  when  Lord  Fitz- 
roy  was  travelling  to  the  Admiralty  with  the 
important  news,  and  having  obtained  feme  flight 
information  refpe£ling  it,  or  at  Icaft  that  his  lord- 
fhip  was  going  with  difpatches  to  town,  he  im¬ 
mediately  ordered  a  poft  chaife  and  four,  and  was 
driven  after  the  meffenger  at  full  fpeed.  On  his 
entering  the  town  of  BaSingStoke,  his  chaife  was 
furrounded  by  the  multitude,  who  were  more 
ready  to  be  impofed  on,  a  ray  of  hope  having 
fpread  itfelf  that  a  victory  had  been  gained.  In 
the  habit  of  a  naval  officer,  the  prifoner  went  to 
the  Bank,  called  himfelf  Lord  Fitzroy,  drew  ioo/. 
in  his  name,  and  gave  a  forged  draft.  He  apolo¬ 
gized  to  the  gentleman  of  the  Bank  for  the  fud- 
den  intrusion,  and  alledged  that  his  caSh  was  in¬ 
efficient  to  carry  him  to  the  Admiralty.  This 
impofition  was  foon  deteaed,  the  prifoner  was 
followed,  and  the  money  recovered.  On  his 
being  afked  if  he  had  any  thing  to  fay,  he  replied 
he  had  not  in  his  prefent  difagreeable  fituation. 
The  magistrate  obferved,  that  it  would  be  necef- 
fary  to  remand  the  prifoner  again,  in  order  to 
give  time  to  the  people  from  the  country  to  at¬ 
tend,  when  a  gentleman  from  the  Gravefend 
Bank  attended,  and  the  prifoner  was  fully  com- 


mitted  to  take  his  trial,  and  foon  after  removed  to 
Maidftone,  (the  forgery  being  done  in  Kent,) 
where  he  was  indicted  for  feloniously  and  falsely 
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making,  forging,  and  counterfeiting,  arid  felo¬ 
niously  uttering,  and  publishing  as  true,  at 
Gravesend,  a  certain  false,  forged,  arid  couxr- 
terfeited  bill  of  exchange,  for  the  sum  of  eighty 
pounds,  purporting  to  have  been  drawn  by  orte 
Charles  Young,  and  to  be  directed  to  Messrs. 
Simmons,  Poiey,  and  Co.  at  Canterbury,  with 
intent  to  cheat  and  defraud  John  Brenchley, 
Charles  Becket,  and  George  Rich,  of  Gravesend* 
aforesaid. 

He  also  stood  indicted  upon  the  oaths  of  John 
Rich,  and  others,  with  stealing  one  brown  geld¬ 
ing,  the  property  of  Edward  Cartwright. 

He  also  stood  indicted  upon  the  oath  of 
Richard  Nunns,  with  stealing  at  Lambeth,  in 
the  county  of  Surry,  one  black  mare,  a  chaise, 
and  harness,  his  property. 

On  the  first  indictment  it  appeared  he  came  to 
the  Gravesend  Bank,  and  represented  himself  as 
a  person  under  the  tuition  of  Mr.  Stevenson, 
(steward  to  the  Pari  of  Darnley,)  for  a  knowledge 
of  Agricultural  improvement,  which  afterwards 
proved  to  be  false.  The  fraud  on  the  Bank 
being  substantiated  by  the  clerk;  the  Jury,  after 
a  little  deliberation,  found  the  prisoner  guilty. 

He  being  found  guilty  upon  the  first  charge, 
the  Judge  would  not  try  him  on  the  others. 

From  the  time  of  the  Judge’s  passing  sen¬ 
tence  on  him,  and  informing  him  he  could  not 
expect  any  mercy,  the  crime  being  so  great  an 
offence,  he  became  much  dejected,  and  oehaved 
himself  in  a  very  becoming  manner. 

On  the  28th  of  March,  the  unfortunate  pri¬ 
soner  wrote  a  letter  from  the  cells  to  the  Graves¬ 
end  Bank,  acknowledging  the  crime  laid  to  his 

charge, 


saia  it  nad  ever  been  his  father's  wish  to  train 
i?rin  wor^  t<?  friendly  society. 

He  made  the  following  speech  at  the  place  of 
execution,  from  a  written  paper,  which  he  gave 
to  a  . friend,  upon  his  request. 

A  Copy  of  the  Address  delivered  hj  young  Honeyman 
at  his  Execution. 

“  For  my  own  part,  I  confefs,  with  the  greateft 
contrition,  the  crime  which  has  brought  me  to  this 
hornd  place  and  admit  the  juftice  of  my  fentence, 
while  I  am  finking  under  its  leverity,  and  I  earneftlv 
exhort  you  all,  my  fellow  prifoners,  and  young  men 
at  liberty,  to  acknowledge  the  offences  you  have  been 
guilty  of,  and  to  bequeath  to  your  country  that  confi¬ 
dence  m  public  juftice,  without  which  there  can  be 
neithe,- peace  nor  fafetr  in  this  world.  As  few  of  you 

fuffer  for  the  firft  offences,  it  is  necefTary  to  enquire 
how  far  confeffion  ought  to  be  extended.  Whatever 
good  remains  in  our  power  we  muft  diligently  perform. 
We  muft  prevent  to  the  utmoft  of  our  power  all  the 
evil  confequences  of  our  crimes.  We  muft  forgive  all 
who  injure  us.  We  muft,  by  fervency  of  prayer,  and 
always  praying  to  God  in  conftanty  and  meditation, 
endeavour  to  reprefs  all  wordly  paflions,  and  generate 
m  our  minds  that  love  of  goodness  and  hatred  of  fin, 
which  may  fit  us  for  the  fociety  of  heavenly  minds,  and 
finally  we  muft  commend  and  entruft  our  foul  to  him 

illf  K.etV°r  theLfins,  of  ™en>  with  earneft  wiflies  and 
humble  hopes  that  he  will  admit  us  with  the  labourers 
who  entered  the  vineyard  at  the  laft  hour,  and  afTociate 
tis  with  the  thief  whom  he  pardoned  on  the  crofs.

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“  Thus,  we  humbly  trail,  our  forrowfol  prapees 
and  tears  will  be  acceptable  in  thy  fight..  Thus  (bail 
we  be  qualified  through  Chrift,  to  exchange  this  difmal 
body  and  thefe  uneafy  fetters  for  the  glorious  liberty  , 
of  the  fons  of  God,  and  ihall  our  legal  doom  upon 
earth  be  changed  into  a  comfortable  declaration  of 
mercy  in  the  higheft  heaven,  and  all  through  the  moft 
precious  and  all  fufficient  merits  of  the  blefled  Saviour 
of  mankind. 

k  tt  I  with  you  all  the  happinefs  that>  tMs  land  affords^ 
the  enjoyments  of  life  in  all  its  branches.  You,  my 
brothers  and  fitters,  will,  I  hope,  take  caution  of  fo 
voung  a  man  as  I  am,  whofe  years  are-  only  eighteen, 
and  to  think  that  I  fhould  l'uffer  this  ignominious  and 
awful  death  before  fo  many  of  you.  Our  happinefs 
or  mifery  only  begins  when  we  die. 

<e  It  is  but  your  sins  that  can  make  you  afraid  of 
dying.  It  concerns  us  more  than  our  life  is  worth,  to 
know  what  will  become  of  us  when  we  die.” 

This  speech,  which  was  spoken  in  a  manly 
and  distinct  tone,  made  a  deep  impression  on  an 
unusual  number  of  spectators,  (many  of  whom 
were  soldiers) .  Shortly  after  he’  seemed  to  re¬ 
flect  on  the  jury,  and  the  severity  of  the  laws  of 
this  country,  by  saying,  <c  So  young  a  man  as 
<f  he  was,  might  have  been  useful  by  being  sent 
“  abroad.”  'Hiis  must  have  alluded  to  his  wish,, 
and  desire  of  his  friends,  because  a  petition  had 
been  presented,  and  interest  made  to  his  majesty, 
tq  save  his  life.  After,  and  before  this  speech, 
he  behaved  with  the  greatest  decorum,  praying 
in  a  penitent  manner  to  that  God  who  knows  all 
our  private  and  public  sins,  till  the  fatal  platform 
fell  from  under  him. 

He  was  a  genteel  looking  young  man,  of  good,? 
connexions,  from  the  town  of  Portsmouth,  and  ^ 
he  died  in  a  pair  of  list  slippers. 


JAMES  DANES 

Was  indicted  for  burglariously  breaking  and 
entering  the  dwelling-house  of  the  Rev.  Joseph 
Andrews,  at  Marden,  in  the  county  of  Kent, 
and  stealing  therefrom  20  shirts,  20/.  in  money, 
and  other  articles,  to  the  amount  of  1 50Z. 

Sarah  Pierce ,  servant  to  Mr.  Andrews,  stated, 
that  on  the  night  of  the  26th  of  December  last, 
about  eleven  o’clock,  she  was  going  to  bed,  but 
opening  a  back  door  to  let  out  a  cat,  it  was  vio¬ 
lently  iburst  against  her,  and  five  men  immedi¬ 
ately  rushed  into  the  house.  The  candle  was 
beat  out  of  her  hand,  and  she  was  seized  by  one 
of  them,  who  dragged  her  up  stairs ;  on  getting 
up  stairs  she  saw  ner  master,  Mr.  Andrews,  on 
the  floor,  with*  two  men  holding  pistols  to  hi* 
head.  Mr.  A.  asked  if  they  wanted  to  murder 
him?  they  said  no,  they  only  wanted  his  money. 
Mr.  A.  gave  them  some  money,  which  they 
swore  was  not  enough,  and  threatened  to  kiu 
him,  unless  he  shewed  them  his  secret  drawer, 
which  contained  his  cash  and  notes.  Mr.  A. 
gave  them  his  keys;  they  then  proceeded  to  rifle 
the  house,  which  they  did  by  breaking  open 
every  closet,  drawer,  and  cupboard,  and  ran¬ 
sacking  their  contents.  They  staid  four  hours 
m  the  house,  and  eat  and  drank  what  they 
pleased.  She  had  no  hesitation  in  saying  that 
the  prisoner  was  one  of  the  five  who  robbed  the 
house. 

E.  Baker ,  another  female  servant,  stated  the 
same  facts,  and  was  positive  as  to  the  person  of 
the  prisoner. 

B  2  Mr. 


Mr.  Andrews  confirmed  the  testimony  of  the 
servants,  as  to  the  mode  of  the  robbery,  but 
would  not  swear  to  the  person  of  the  prisoner. 

The  learned  Judge  told  the  Jury  that  they  must 
acquit  the  prisoner  of  the  burglary,  inasmuch  as 
there  was  no  breaking  to  enter  the  dwelling- 
house,  the  robbers  having  taken  an  opportunity 
of  forcing  their  way  when  the  door  was  opened 
for  another  purpose.  But  if  they  believed  the 
prisoner  to  be  one  of  the  thieves,  they  would 
find  him  guilty  of  stealing  in  the  dwelling-house. 

The  Jury  found  the  prisoner — 'Guilty  of  steal-, 
ing  in  the  dwelling-house  to  the"amount  of  40s. 
which  equally  subjected  him  to  be  hanged.— -He 
was  accordingly  (on  the  Thursday  week  follow¬ 
ing)  conducted  to  the  place  of  execution  ;  in 
going  to  which  he  shook  hands  with  a  numerous 
set  of  acquaintance,  but  the  only  words  he  ut¬ 
tered  were  these,  “  I  am  not  the  man  the  girl 
swore  to.”  .  He  was  a  man  well  known  in  the 
county  of  Kent,  as  a  smuggler,  living  at  Trot- 
teicliffe,  where  he  has  left  a  wife  and  4  children. 
He  prayed  with  the  other  malefactors,  and  was 
soon  dead  after  being  launched  oft. 


SAMUEL  CLARKE,  alias  HAGGER, 

'Was  tried  for  breaking  into  the  shop  of  John 
Elliott,  watch-maker,  at  Ashford,  on  the  25th 
of  January,  and  stealing  therein  divers  watches, 
chains,  seals,  &c.  and  for  having  the  same  in 
his  possession. 

He  was  found  guilty,  but  persisted  in  his  in- 
nocency  till  the  last  moment.  He  wore  a  very 
large  knot  of  white  ribbon  on  his  left  breast,  on 

.the 


the  day  of  his  execution,  as  an.  emblem  of  his 
innocence,  and  at  the  place  of  execution  solemn¬ 
ly  declared,  and  called  God  to  witness,  he  was 
not  at  Ashford,  and  that  his  life  had  been  swore 
away  by  two  Jews  of  Chatham.  He  had  no 
doubt  but,  some  day,  Mr.  Elliott,  the  prosecutor, 
*WjPuid  £nd  out  the  thief,  but  he  knew  nothing 
about  it.  He  prayed  in  such  a  fervent  and 
■capital  style,  as  to  induce  many  to  think  him 
perfectly  innocent;  yet  the  writer  of  this  article, 
on  his  return  home  through  Rochester,  met  with 
those  who  were  of  a  different  opinion,  having 
known  him  as  a  bad  character  previous  to  this 
robbery.  His  friends  lived  at  Rochester ;  he. 
had  been  master’s  mate  on  board  a  man  of  war, 
and  it  is  said  had  returned  from  transportation  ; 
yet  it  might  have  been  so,  and  the  man  clear  of 
this  transaction. — The  Xord  knowsj  to  him  he 
appealed,  and  it  is  to  be  hoped  not  with  a  wilful 


lye  in  his  departing  moment — but  if  so,  he  can 
■oply  rest  upon  the  goodness  and  mercy  of  the 
most  high  and  righteous  God,  who  alone  cajj 
pardon  all  fraikies  of  us'  poor  human 


natural  life.  I  again  repeat  my  blooa  rats  at  jour 
and  the  Jews  door,  the  Lord  pardon  you.  I  have  not 
a  doubt  when  I  am  no  more  the  truth  will  come  out, 
and  I  truft  the  perfon  or  perfons  that  fo  robbed  you 
will  be  heard  of,  but  I  die  as  innocent  of  this  crime  as 

a  new  born  babe.  .

CAPTAIN  FRANCIS  TEMPLE , 

Late  commander  of  his  majesty’s  ship  The¬ 
seus,  was  tried  for  the  supposed  murder  ot  1. 
Archard,  a  seaman,  belonging  to  that  ship,  on 
her  passage  from  Jamaica  to  this  country,  m 
September,  1805.  The  man  died  at  Chatham, 
and  after  he  was  buried,  in  consequence  ot  sus¬ 
picion  having  arisen  that  he  died  through  excess 
of  punishment,  he  was  taken  up,  and  a  coroner  s 
inquest  sat  on  the  body.  The  jury  met,  and 
adioumed  several  times,  and  examined  a  number 
of  witnesses,  whose  evidence  appear  d  contradic¬ 
tory.  A  seijeant  of  marines  went  so  tar  as  to 
state,  that  the  man  was  very  severely  and  re-  . 
peatedly  punished,  and  that  at  the  time  punish¬ 
ment  was  inflicted  on  him,  the  man  could  not 
walk,  but  was  brought  up  from  below  by  several 
men,  and  laid  down  across  a  gun,  not  being  able 
to  stand  upright,  and  he  was  flogged  in  that 
situation.  The  surgeon  of  the  ship,  on  the  con¬ 
trary  stated,  that  the  man  had  not  been  severely 
treated,  and  when  he  was  called  to  see  him,  his 
case  appeared  so  lenitent,  that  his  attendance 
was  not  required.  The  jury  again  met  on  Thurs¬ 
day  evening,  at  six  o’clock,  to  examine  the  re¬ 
maining  witnesses,  and,  about  nine,  not  being 
able  to  form  an  immediate  opinion,  they  with¬ 
drew  into  a  separate  apartment,  and  were  locked 
in  nearly  three  hours,  when  they  requested  the 
presence  of  the  Coroner,  and  delivered  the  so¬ 
lemn  verdict  of— Wilful  Murder  against  Cap¬ 
tain  Temple— but  at  the  ensuing  assizes  the 
Grand  Jury  threw  out  the  Bill  of  Indictment 
7  which 


which  had  been  preferred  against  (he  captain, 
for  the  same  offence ;  and  he  now  surrendered 
himself  to  take  his  trial  upon  the  Inquisition 
which  had  been  returned  by  the  Coroner  and  a 
Jury  of  the  City  of  Rochester.  Capt.  Temple 
was  attended  into  court  by  a  most  numerous 
body  of  naval  officers  and  other  friends,  amongst 
whom  were  observed  Rear-admiral  Sir  Isaac 
Coffin,  bart.  j  the  Hon.  Capt.  Charles  Herbert, 
the  Hon.  Capt.  Edward  King ;  the  Hon.  Capt^ 
Bennett ;  Capt.  Percy  Fraser,  Baker,  Butcher, 
Tower,  and  Croston  ;  Sir  C.  Hawkms,  bart.  5 
T.  D.  Boswell,  esq.;  E.  Ricketts,  esq.;  and 
the  Rev.  C.  Powlett,  &c.  &c.  &c.  An  object 
tion  was  taken  to  the  Inquisition.  Mr.  Justice 
Heath,  who  presided,  stated  that  the  Inquisition 
could  not  possibly  be  supported ;  and  the  learned 
Judge  added, — “  being  anxious  for  the  character 
of  Capt.  Temple,  I  am  the  more  inclined  t® 
•quash  it,  as  I  nave  read  the  depositions  of  the 
witnesses  examined  by  the  Coroner,  and  I  find 
there  is  not  even  a  pretence  for  such  a  charge 
■against  him.”— -He  was  accordingly  acquitted. 


RICHARD  BUTLER 


Was  tried  for  the  murder  of  George  Farr,  at 
Dover,  by  giving  him  several  mortal  blows  and 
kicks,  on  the  15(h  of  October,  ('805,  of  which 
he  died  on  the  23d  of  the  same  month. 

i Win,  Gee9  a  soldier  in  the  Herefordshire  mi** 
litia,  stated  that  the  prisoner  and  the  deceased 
were  both  private  soldiers on  the  of  Octo¬ 

ber  the  prisoner  and  the  decased  were  playing  at 
cards  at  the  Carpenters’  Arms,  in  Dover ;  they 

quarreled

quarreled  about  a  chalk,  and  they  began  boxing ; 
the  prisoner  kicked  at  the  deceased  as  well  as 
struck  him.  In  the  third  round  they  fell,  and 
the  prisoner’s  left  knee  fell  on  the  belly  of  the. 
deceased.  He  immediately  cried  out  very  much, 
and  begged  to  be  led  out  to  make  water ;  they 
led  him  to  the  door,  but  no  water  would  pass. 
He  begged  to  be  laid  on  his  back  on  the  table, 
and  then  declared  that  the  prisoner  had  killed 
him.  He  lived  a  few  days,  and  then  died. 

The  Assistant  Surgeon  of  the  regiment  proved 
that  the  decased  died  of  an  inflammation  in  the 
bladder,  occasioned  by  external  violence. 

The  Jury  found  the  prisoner  guilty  of  man¬ 
slaughter,  and  he  was  sentenced  to  six  months 
imprisonment. 
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WILLIAM  SAYERS 

Was  indicted  for  man-slaughter,  in  killing 
and  slaying  John  Dildridge,  by  forcing  him  to¬ 
ri  rink  four  quarterns  of  spirits,  called  gin,  of 
which  he  was  choaked  and  suffocated; 

Three  witnesses  were  called,  but  tlieir  evidence 
amounted  to  no  more  than  that  the  deceased  was 
drunk,  and  begged  the  prisoner  to  give  him  some 
gin.  The  prisoner  ordered  him  some  more, 
which  he  drank  voluntarily.  He  was  seized 
with  an  apoplexy,  and  died. 

The  learned  Judge  directed  the  Jury  to  acquit 
-the  prisoner,  observing,  that  the  quantity  given 
by  the  prisoner  wras  not  sufficient  to  cause  death. 


THOMAS  GREEN 

Was  indicted  for  manslaughter,  in  killing  and 
slaying  John  Clark,  in  the  parish  of  Woolwich. 

The  prisoner  was  a  coal  heaver,  and  the  de¬ 
ceased  a  coal  whipper.  On  the  2lst  of  August, 
1805,  they  were  both  at  work  on  board  the  same 
craft,  and  happened  to  quarrel,  they  went  on 
shore  to  box  it  out.  In  the  third  round  the  de¬ 
ceased  received  a  blow  in  the  temple,  which  in¬ 
stantly  killed  him. 

The  Jury  found  the  prisoner  guilty,  but  in 
consequence  of  his  having  been  imprisoned  from 
August  last,  he  was  fined  one  shilling,  and  ox- 
dered  to  be  discharged. 


THOMAS  REEDt 

Aged  19.  Committed  by  J.  Rufe,  efq.  Auguft  i^t 
1805,  charged  on  a  llrong  fufpicion  of  feloniously 
dealing  a  black  mare,  the  property  of  Tome  perfon 
or  perfons  unknown. — -He  proved  Infane,  and  was  or¬ 
dered  to  remain  in  cuftody.

LAW  CAUSES. 


No  less  than  46  Causes  tvere  entered  for  Trial  at  the  Assizes, 
the  most  material  of  which  are  as  follows;  the  others 
being  uninteresting. 


The  KING  v  OAKLEY  and  Others. 

This  was  a  cause  which  cambe  before  a  special 
jury,  on  an  information  against  live  persons  at 
Deal,  (viz.  Oakley,  Hodgman,  Spencer,  Sleath, 
and  JBovius,}  for  obstructing  the  officers  of  Ex¬ 
cise  in  the  due  execution  of  their  duty. 

William  Anthony  was  called,  who  said  he  was 
one  of  the  officers  belonging  at  Bow-street,  and 
employed  to  go  to  Deal,  (in  consequence  of  a 
ship  being  stranded,)  in  company  with  Carp- 
meal,  Rivett,  Crotty,  and  some  Revenue  officers. 
That  on  the  18th,  in  going  to  search  a  shed  at 
Deal,  he  saw  Spencer,  one  of  the  defendants. 
On  the  19th,  in  going  to  search  four  sheds, 
(where  they  expected  to  find  spirits)  which  they 
found  locked,  they  heard  a  loud  huzza  at  the  end 
of  the  street,  and  saw  a  cannon  drawed  up  and 
pointed  towards  them,  when  the  mob  said  clear! 
clear  !  The  mob  then  ran  out  of  the  street,  leav¬ 
ing  the  officers  exposed  to  the  cannon,  which 
prevented  our  going  on,  and  we  returned  to  a 
yard,  when  50  or  60  came  towards  us  and  hand¬ 
ed  away  the  tubs  of  spirituous  liquor  from  one 
to  the  other.  Spencer  went  to  the  Beach,  and- 
the  mob  followed.  We  then  waited  until  the 

military  , 


military  came,  and  then  we  asked  tor  tne  Keys 
of  the  shed,  which  were  produced-  by  Spencer. 
"We  then  proceeded,  and  found  three  half-gallon 
tubs,  and  40  or  40  tubs  were  found  in  the  Hide. 
(Hides  are  places  made  under  the  floor.)  Spencer 
called  on  witness  at  the  3  kings  the  next  morn¬ 
ing,  and  said  he  was  sorry  for  what  had  hap¬ 
pened.  .  , 

Thomas  Carpmeal  said  he  was  an  officer  be¬ 
longing  to  Bow-street,  that  he  went  to  Deal  with 
the  other  Police  officers  to  search.  That  he  saw 
Spencer  on  the  19th,  with  many  others,  bringing 
a  cannon.  He  saw  him  at  the  door  of  a  maga¬ 
zine,  from  whence  were  taken  by  the  mob  several 
tubs.  It  was  an  hour  before  the  military  arrived, 
mhpn  Snpnw!r  nroduced  the  keys.  He  saw  the 


,  Benjamin  Tichbourne  said  he  heard  a  noise  of: 
shouting,  and  saw  many  persons  with  a  carro- 
nade,  and  a  cry  of  clear!  clear!  when  the  peo^- 
ple  ran  from  between  the  gun  and  the  officers.. 
He  saw  Oakley,  whom  lie  knew  as  a  brewer, 
with  the  gun.  He  saw  Bovins  also  rtcax,  it  for  ' 
near  a  quarter  of  an  hour.  He  also  saw  <  in  the  ’ 
mob  Sleath  and  Hodgman. 

.  The  learned  Judge  remarked  this  was  the  first 
instance  he  ever  knew  where  a  cannon  was  used, 
as  a  preventative  in  putting  the  laws  of  the  land 
in  force  ;  and  in  a  most  solemn  manner  ad¬ 
dressed  the  gentlemen  of  ,  the  special,  jury-  on: 
the  enormity  of  the  offence.  i  .  >  ^ 

The  Jury,,  after  a  short  deliberation,  returned^ 
a-  yerdict  of  guilty  against  Spencer  only. 

The  KING  v  BOLTON  and  Others. 

This  was  a  cause  brought  on  in  the  same  mode 
as  the  former,  for  assaulting  and  obstructing  an* 
officer  in  the  exercise  of  hifc  duty;  \  ‘  ' 

Richard  Hopkins  said  he  was  a  bdatman  in 
the  service  of  the  Customs;  was  near  the  water¬ 
side  at  Ramsgate,  and  well  knew  the  defendant 
and  Robert  Gibbs.  That  on  the  18th  of  Janu¬ 
ary  last  he  saw  Bolton,  who  struck  him  and  gave 
him  a  black  eye.  \V  itness  then  dfew  his  sword, 
defendant  closed  in  with  him,  when  Robert 
Kvely  drawed  the  sword  through  witness’s  hand. 
He  afterwards  saw  him  at  the  rendezvous,  wheq 
Bolton  said,  “  Now  is  the  time  to  give  it  him.” 
In  my  defence  I  pricked  him  once  in  the  arm 
and  side.  Being  cross-examined  about  his  being, 
previous  to  this  time,  at  the  Shipwright’s  Arms, 
he  owned  he  had  2  or  3  glasses,  was  not  so  drunk 

bm 


bat  he  knew  what  he  was  doing,  and  was  capa¬ 
ble  of  doing  his  duty.  Said  he  did  not  follow 
Bolton  till  he  had  struck  him.  Owned  he  was 
Very  angry  with  himself,  and  struck  the  stones 
with  his  sword. 

Thomas  Garret,  esq.  declared  he  knew  the 
defendants  many  years  as  quiet,  honest  men., 

A  Publican  said  he  knew  Hopkins,  who  had 
left  his  house  drunk: 

John  Farly,  on  the  18th  of  January,  belonged 
to  a  lugger,  and  came  into  York-street,  where 
he  met  with  Hopkins  and  Bolton.  Saw  Hop¬ 
kins  flourish  his  cutlass  over  Bolton’s  head,  urg¬ 
ing  Bolton  to  strike  him.  Hopkins  said,  lam 
a  Custom-house  Officer.  Bolton  said  Hopkins 
^had  used  him  ill,  by  cutting  him  in  the  body  and 
arm.  I  told  them  it  was  an  improper  time  to 
have  words,  and  advised  them  to  settle  it  at  an- 
.  other  time.— -Verdict  for  defendant. 

No  man  should  have  a  sword  but  he  who 
knows  how  to  use  it  properly. 

FRY ~v  FRY. 

This  was  an  action  on  the  case,  for  money  due 
For  board  and  lodging,  for  an  old  gentleman,  a 
relation,  wherein  no  specific  agreement  was 
made,  because  at  his  death  it  was  expected  a 
bequeath  would  be  made. 

Mr.  Garrow  said  it  was  usual  to  allow  one 
guinea  a  week  for  the  board,  &c.  of  a  gentleman  ' 
but  he  should  ask  for  half-a-  guinea.  ’ 

Serjeant  Shepherd  in  his  defence  said,  could 
it  be  believed  that  from  1792  to  1804,  that  Mr. 
James  Fry  would  live  that  period,  and  only  pay 
20/.  in  twelve  years. — V erdict  for  Plaintiff,  look 
Kf*  It  camp  out  in  this  Cause,  that  a  share  of  the 

Tunbridge  Wells  Walks  was  a  Freehold, 
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PENFOLD  v  LOCKWOOD. 

Mr.  Garrow,  in  a  speech  of  some  length, 
said  the  plaintiff  was  a  shipwright,  67  years  old, 
who  brought  this  action  to  recover  damages  of 
the  defendant,  who  was  an  attorney  at  Strood, 
for  having  made  a  Conveyance  of  an  Estate, 
which  was  to  have  been  a  Fee  Simple,  instead 
of  which  it  turned  out  a  Leasehold.  ■ 

Mr.  Thomas  Penn,  a  respectable  tradesman  of 
Rochester,  said  he  was  present  when  Mr.  Lock- 
wood  read  from  the  Deed,  and  that  he  heard  the 
defendant  say,  “  It  was  as  good  as  a  freehold* 
Serjeant  Best,  for  the  defendant,  made  a  most 
able  speech,  saying,  “  Mr.  Lockwood  has  <j  j 
character  to  preserve,  and  that  the  action  could  JJ 
be  of  no  benefit  to  the  plaintiff,  but  to  the  attor¬ 
ney  who  brought  it,  and  that  it  arose  through 
the  rival-ship  of  two  attornies  in  one  town,”  and 
to  prove  this  he  would  call 

Thomas  Wiekens  Goldsmith,  who  said  he  was 
present  at  the  executing  the  Assignment,  when 
it  was  explained  to  the  plaintiff  as  Leasehold 
premises.  Plaintiff  then  aked  Colville,  the  ven¬ 
dor,  if  he  should  lose  his  vote  for  the  county, 
when  Colville  said  Mr.  Twopenny  informed  me 
I  had  a  vote,  and  I  voted  for  the  premises  at  the 
last  election.  Penfold,  a  few*  days  afterwards 
said,  “  I  do  not  like  my  bargain,  I  have  so  much 
trouble  in  getting  water.”  This  was  communi¬ 
cated  to  Colville,  who  returned  an  answer,  say- 
ino-,  “  Mr.  Penfold  might  have  the  estate  back 
again,  (meaning  a  Freehold  which  he  had  sold 
him,  and  he  would  take  his  Leasehold,)  upon 

plaintiff's 


freehold  estate,  and  Penfold  had  bought  a  lease¬ 
hold  of  him,  and  that  he  explained  it  as  such, 
when  Penfold  said  he  should  lose  his  vote. 

Mary  Lockwood  said  6he  was  present  when 
her  brother,  (the  defendant)  put  down  to  plain- 
t*ff  96  guineas  for  the  purchase  of  plaintiff's 
leasehold  estate  if  he  was  disatisfied,  and  which 
had  cost  him  but  100/. 

The  l earned  Judge  remarked  that  nothing  ap¬ 
peared  dishonorable  or  unfair  on  the  part  of  Mr. 
Lockwood  j  that  any  two  persons  agreeing  for  a 
mutual  exchange,  or  sale,  of  freehold  premises, 
go  to  an  attorney,  who  is  to  act  for  them  both, 
and  he  draws  up  an  agreement  instantly,  under 
their  direction,  without  seeing  or  knowing  any 
thing  of  the  deeds,  can  be  no  ways  blameable 
for  any  defective  title,  or  subsequent  proceeding 
of  the  parties. 

Verdict  for  defendant. 


D0WN  v  ATKINS. 

Mr.  Serjeant  Best  said  this  was  an  action  for 
the  recovery  of  61.  Os.  9 d<  the  difference  between 
the  parties,  which  arose  on  this  point,  whether

Mr.  Tipper  said  the  price  of  meat  at  Deal  was 
eight-pence  per  lb.  in  the  town,  retail  j  and  7fd. 

to  the  shipping.  , 

John  Pettit  said  he  lived  at  Deal,  was  abut- 
cher,  and  should  have  been  out  of  pocket,  it  he 
had  supplied  the  shipping  at  605.  per  cwt. 

Mr.  Pepper  said  he  served  22  ships,  and  could 
not  have  served  them  under  7 05. 

Mr.  Iggulden  said  he  was  an  agent  to  ship  y 
owners,  and  paid  70s.  per  cwt.  at  Deal. 

Mr.  Garrow  for  defendant  said,  we  shall  not  ^ 
see  theDeal  butchers  in  the  Gazette,  at  the  prices 
they  charge. — Gravesend  supplied  shipping  at 
2s.  per  cwt.  above  the  Smithfield  market  price, 
which  at  that  time  was  53s.  per  cwt.  and  his 
client  had  paid  into  Court  60s.  being  7s.  above 
the  market  price.— That  Gravesend  was  22  miles 
from  London,  and  allowing  for  the  same  rate  ot  ^ 
travelling,  56s.  was  a  fair  price.  It  was  well 
known  that  butchers  divided  an  Ox  into  five 
quarters;  the  fifth  quarter  being  reckoned  a  suf¬ 
ficient  profit.  ,  .  _  ^ 

Wm.  Lambert  said  he  lived  in  Tower- street, 
London,  and  a  shipping  butcher ;  lie  served  the 
Dover  Castle,  Indiaman,  homeward  bound,  when  , 

lying  in  Long  Reach,  at  56s.  per  cwt  and  gave 
a  12  months  credit.— If  money  had  been  paid 
him,  he  would  have  taken  off  bl.  per  cent.;  but 
at  Deal  he  could  not  have  served  a  ship,  unless 
he  had  a  large  order,  (a  100 Ol.  he  considered  as 
such)  under  63s.  per  cwt. 

Verdict  for  plaintiff,  Gl.  Os.  Qd*  HARRIS 


HARRIS  v  WRIGHT. 

The  outlines  of  this  case  appeared  to  be,  that 
the  plaintiff,  (a  hair-dresser  at  Gravesend)  who 
lets  out  horses  and  chaises  for  hire,  had  let  out  a 
horse  and  chaise  to  a  stranger,  who  took  the 
same  to  the  defendant’s,  the  Crown-Innr  Ro¬ 
chester,  and  there  left  them.  Sometime  after 
the  plaintiff,  upon  hearing  where  his  horse  and 
chaise  where,  went  and  demanded  them ;  but 
they  were  refused,  because  the  plaintiff  would 
not  pay  defendant  the  reckoning  left  by  the 
stranger  at  his  Inn,  which  not  being  complied 
with,  no  other  mode  of  redress  could  be  obtain¬ 
ed,  but  by  bringing  it  into  Court,  although 
previous  to  the  action  the  plaintiff  s  attorney 
had  wrote  to  the  defendant  in  a  most  handsome 
■manner,  reouestine  he  would  avoid  the  litiga- 
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
